TO POWER - I have i n t r o ­ 
duced H, B. 372 to g i v e the 
Commissioners Courts of Z a ­ 
vala, Uvalde, Frio and Dim­ 
mit Counties the right to ap­ 
prove or disapprove the Com­ 
mission's rule in r e g a r d to 
regulatory authority. The bill 
also gives them the right 
to 
accept or reject any portion 
or part of order at its next 
regular meeting 
o c c u r l n g 
more than five days after a- 
doption by the Commission. 
This bill is d e s i g n e d to 
prevent a three-man Parks & 
Wildlife 
Commission 
from 
promulgating rules and regu­ 


lations on a given county that 
is not desirable by the 
c i t i- 


zens of that county. 
It is on 


the principle of local rule and

quests from these count es. 


Medina County was

the authority by the Legisla­
